FAYETTEVILLE. — A 
Fiiyettevillo 


negro was hurt seriously and a score 
of others, from Fayclteville and from 
Joplin, Mo., narrowly escaped severe 
injuries in an accident on United 
States Highway 71, two miles north of 
here about 2 p. m.

The 
Joplin bus, trying to avoid hitting the 
last Fayettcvillc truck, struck the rear 
of the machine, pinning Quincy Long, 
one of the playdrs, between the two 
cars. One of Young's legs was crush- 
ed so badly that it had to be ampu- 
tated after he was brought to the 
Fayetteville City hospital.'

Reduction Law Based 


on Area, Not Gdttoti 


I. E. Odom, of Fulton, Had Only Ten Acre* in Cotton 


1QO Acres Cultivated in 1931—Law Would 


Allow Him 30 Acres in Cotton Next Year 


I. F,. Odom, of Fulton, writes to 


The Star asking whether ho will have 
to reduce his cotton acreage under the1 


1931 Arkansas reduction law—he has 
100 acres cultivated area on his farm, 
of which only 10 acres was in cotton 
this year. 


Mr. Odom's letter is similar to many 


other inquiries that are being receiv- 
ed regarding the new law, from fram- 
crs whose total cotton planting this 
year was already less than the limit 
prescribed by law. 


The law docs not compare a man's 


cotton acreage against the total cul- 
tivated area of his farm. Under the 
Inw, Mr. Odom would be entitled to 
plant 30 acres of his 100 under culti- 
vation, in cotton next year. The law 
does not contemplate reducing his 
10 acres of cotton this year to 3 acres 
next year, as some might suppose. 


Section 2 of the Arkansas Cotton 


Acreage Law says: 


"It is hereby declared lo be unlaw- 


ful for any (persons, association of 
persons, firm, corporation or joint 
stock company, being' the owner, or 
lessee, or occupant of any separately 
owned tract of land in the state, or 
agent of the owner thereof 
to 


plant, or cultivate, or harvest on the 
said separately owned tract of land 
during the year 1932 any crop of 
cotton, or other soil-exhausting plants, 
excepting food crops for man and 
domestic animals, or cither. In excess 
of thirty (.10) per cent of the area of 
such separately • owned tract of land 
which was In cultivation In planted 
crops during the year 1931." 


It is pointed out to Mr. Odom and 


others, however, that while passed by 
the legislature and signed by the gov- 
ernor, the Arkansas law does not be- 
come operative as to penalties until a 
proclamation of the governor declareh 
that it has been adopted by stales 
producing 75 per cent of America's 
cotton crop. 


Rapid Payment of 
Government Loans 


Faulkner County Farmers 


Expect to Have $1,000,- 


000 to Spend 


CONWAY— Although it has been 


impossible to obtain an official state- 
ment from the government seed and 
feed loan office at Memphis as to the 
jampuntvof repayment of crop loans 
from Faulkner' county, is was estimat- 
ed here that approximately two-thirds 
of the amount 'borrowed in this coun- 
ty already has been paid. 


$302,330 was made to Faulkner coiiri 
ty farmers last spring 
out of the 


emergency government fund. Records 
of Conway cotton men and banks in- 
dicate that nearly three-fourths of the 
cotton sold thus far has been on gov- 
ernment loans, with the exception of 
the $5 allowance retained from each 
bale. The average return to the gov- 
ernment has been slightly more, than 
$20 a bale. 


Of the receipts at Conway for this 


season of nearly 14,000 bales it is con- 
sidered probable that an average of 
$20, a bale has been remitted to the 
government loon office from approxi- 
mately 10,000 bales, making an aggre- 
gate of about $200,000 repaid on the 
$302,330 total loans. 


Two more weeks of receipts equal 


thoso of the past two weeks practically 
would clean up the Government loans, 
leaving the proceeds of the rest of the 
crop to the farmers to spend for 'need- 
ed supplies, repayment of old obliga- 
tions and other purposes, 


At the average 
prices prevailing 


during the present season, it would 
require the full value of fewer than 
1.2,000 bales to pay off the government. 
Most estimates of the Faulkner coun- 
ty yield estimates of tmrnyatcl-Amm 
yield arc in the neighborhood of 40,- 
000 bales, which would mean that pro- 
ceeds of around 28,000 bales can be 
retained at homo after the government 
obligations arc mot. If present prices 
of lint and seed are sustained, this 
would mean at least $1,00,000 will bo in 
the han'Ss of Faulkner county farmers 
over and ubovc 
their 
government 


loons. 


Business men of Conway arc antici- 


pating a sharp increase in fall business 
as "free" money begins to come, to 
the farmers from their cotton crop. 
Up to the present time every farmer 
who b'orrowed from the government 
has been forced to pay the entire 
proceeds from his sales of cotton on 
his loan, with the exception of the $5 
allowed to be retained from each bale. 
Many farmers already have paid out 
in full and it is 
expected that the 


large majority of them will have done 
so within the next two or three weeks.

Boy, 16, Confesses 
Murdering Woman 


Chicago Youth Arrested 
After Subsequent Attack 


on Another Victim 


CHICAGO—(XP)--A 16-year-old boy 


was charged by police Friday with 
fatally shooting Mrs. Agnes Lavender, 
35, on February 18, 1930, and attacking 
Mrs. Jane Meyers, 53,' last Tuesday 
night. 


Both -crimes, to which police said 


the boy, Vernon Royals, 
confessed, 


took place on lonely spots near a 
Forest Gleii^tlrotd -station.•'•" 
'Royals, a six-foot lad who weighs 
LTD pounds, was arrested Wednesday 
night near the 'scene "of the crimes. 
Ho stubbornly maintained his inno- 
cence, police said, despite that Mrs. 
Meyers, who is' under the care of a 
physician, identified Him Thursday. 


Two hours later he was taken to the 


scene of the attack on Mrs. Meyers 
and confessed, police said; not only to 
the attack but also the alleged slay- 
ing. 


'I needed some money," he was 


quoted as saying in describing the 
slaying, 'and was waiting at the rail- 
road station. Mrs. Lavender got off 
the train alone. I followed 
her and 


asked her for a dime. When she 
opened her purse, I saw some bills. 


"Then 1 drew my gun and ordered 


licr to walk down the tracks. She did 
for a short distance. Then I put the 
gun against her head and fired." 


The Lavender killing threw 
the

Four Commandeer Cars 


After Climbing Over 


Stone Wall 


TRENTON, N. J.—(/P)—Shooting a 


guard and fatally wounding a police- 
man four convicts fled from the New 
Jersey state prison in a spectacular 
getaway which brought death to two 
of them. 


Jack Wierman, 24-yisar-old prisoner, 


committed suicide in a Pennsylvania 
woods rather than fate his airplane 
dircltcd pursders, who fatally shot his 
lompanion, James A. MhGrath 30* 
McGrath had fatally wodndcd a Phil- 
adelphia policeman, Joseph V. Camp- 
bell Jr., in the esrapc. 


The other two fugitives, James Stod- 


dard, 35, and Frank Seibert, 25, separ- 
ated from Wierman and McGrath aft- 
er shooting John D. White, a guard, 
near the prison wall. Each of the two 
pairs commandeered automobiles as 
they dashed away in opposite direc- 
tions, one into Pennsylvania and the 
other toward northern New Jersey, 


Shoot Prison Guard 


The prison break came in mid-after- 


noon. White was on duty in a tower 
house on a prison wall. Near him the 
prison electrician a civilian, and a 
trusty were working. A ladder they 
had used to get to the tower stood 
against the 30-foot high wall. 


Armed with .a revolver, the four 


convicts dashed pcrosS the prison yard 
and swarmed up the ladder. Thrust- 
ing the electrician and the trusty aside 
tfjey fired two shots at White. ,One 
bullet • pierced, his shoulder arid the 
other grazing his chest. They paused 
on the wall long enough to seize a riol 
gun, 
revolver and a rifle from the 


tower house, then dropped to the 
street. 


Stoddard and Seibert took possession 


of the automobile of Norman Fretz, of 
Trenton, and forced him to drive them 
to a street intersection where they 
threw him from the machine and con- 
tinued toward Newark. 
• 


Wierman and McGrath ordered the 


occupants of the second automobile 
from their scats and drove the ma- 
chine down the Lincolnn Highway in- 
to Pensylvania. 
At Langhorne, Pa., 


the fleeing car crashed into another 
automobile in front of a garage. Mc- 
Grath, taking one revolver, ran for 
cover in a nearby field. Wierman 
took a riot gun, ran to a parked auto- 
mobile and ordered its occupants to 
get out. A man in the machine start- 
ed to obey but a young girl sitting 
beside him pushed aside the muzzle of 
the gun and remained seated. 


Wierman followed McGrath into the 


nearby fields as Chief of Police Al 
Cooper of Morrisville, N. J., arrived. 
Cooper and a companion officer fired 
at 
Wierman but all shots missed. 


When he saw an airplane circling 
overhead a few moments later Wier- 
man pressed the riot gun to his head 
and killed himself. McGrath secreted 
himself in a corn shock and opened 
fire on the posse. 


As Policeman Campbell passed near 


the shock, McGrath fired twice, shoot- 
ing Campbell through the head. His 
shots revealed his hiding place and 
his pursuers poured more than a hun- 
dred shots in the section where the 
corn shock stood. An officer crept 
near the shock and shot McGrath 
close to the heart. Campbell and'Mc- 
Grath were brought to a Trenton hos- 
pital where both died.

jiartment has"accepted cotton as se- 
curity at current prices which now 
range between, six and- seven cents. 
It has .warehouse' receipts on about 
10 000 bales. 


A general market price increase as 


a result of this arrangement is expect- 
ed by George L. Hoffman, cihef of the 
Seed Loan Office.

When th ecotton finally is sold, the

If, however, there is a surplus 
above the loan and interest, it will be 
paid to the fanner or to other cred- 
itors.

Plan Meets Opposition 


Among Farm Leaders

WASHINGTON.- (^—Approximate- 


ly $1,000,000,000 would be added to 
agriculture's tax burden, farm lead- 
ers say, if congress were to adopt th'e 
federal land tax bill urged'on Presi- 
dent Hoover by a committee of the 
Henry George Foundation of America. 


The plan does hot embrace the sin- 


gle tax theory of the famous econo- 
mist, whose policies the foundation 
extolls, further than to recommend 
the levying of a 1 per cent federal tax 
on the value of all land whether rural 
or urban.

; Estimated to be from $160,000,000 000 
to $200,000,000,000, the land values of 
the United States at that rate of tax- 
ation would yield a federal revenue 
somewhere between $1,600,000,000 and 
$2,000,000,000 annually. 


That is about the amount expected 


to have been raised under a somewhat 
similar plan submitted in referendum 
to the membership of the American 
Farm Bureau federation in 1920. The 
idea was to levy a 1 per cent federal 
tax on all land holdings valued above 
$10,000. 


Of the then 500,000 merhbers 480,000 


were so definite in their opposition 
that the federation has since opposed 
any form of federal land tax. 


Since the measure propsed to Mr. 


Hoover makes no exemptions, -farm 
bureau representatives pointed out 
the great ramy af small farmers would 
be taxed along with the large opera- 
tors and in the end agriculture would 
pay almost $1,000,000,000 of the esti- 
mated revenue.

see the necessity of meeting With 
heads of river and highway transpor- 
tation companies and working out n 
co-ordinated schedule of freight rates, 
the question of freight rates will be 
settled said W. A. Dawes of Chicago, 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Association. The association's objec- 
tive is navigable rivers flowing into 
the Mississippi river, so that com- 
merce may,be more efficiently hand- 
led at lower freight rates. Thus far 
23 states are represented in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Association. 


Mr. Dawes is one of the best known 


bankers of Chicago. He is a cousin of 
Charles A, Dawes, former' vice presi- 
dent and now ambassador in London. 
He is spending a brief vacation with 
his friend. United States Senator J. 
Hamilton Lewis, at the 
Arlington 


hotel. 


Mr. Dawes said that the Mississippi 


Valley Association had no fight with 
the railroads. He admitted that the 
latter had been "hard hit" lately. He 
said that the movement for fregiht 
navigation to the Gulf "had to stand 
or fall on the strictly economic value 
of the project, and that this is eco- 
nomical! sound." 


"People no longer regard the move- 


ment as allied with the political 'pork 
barrel' propositions," Mr. Dawes con- 
tinued. "They know its worth. It is 
closely linked with flood control, and 
it will be of inestimable benefit to 
millions of shippers. Shippers repre- 
sent about the greatest number of tax- 
payers as a class, and' it is their 
money that is going into this improve- 
ment, the ultimate result of which 
will rebound to the benefit of the en- 
tire coiintry. 


"The days of the old river packet 


has passed. Today we have barges, 
any one of which'will hold 50 cars of 
grain or 40,000 pounds to the car. Con- 
sider what it means to see 40 sucli 
barges loaded and moving to the Gulf, 
propcled by one power plant." 


Mr. Dawes visioned the importance 


of the Mississippi Valley Association's 
work to shippers in the Central West, 
which he declared was the largest 
food producing area in the \vorlcl. 


The association, he said, is inter- 


ested in the subordinate state associa- 
tions, and he believes that since auth- 
orization has been given for deepen- 
ing the channel of other rivers the 
same beneficial result will come to the 
Arkansas river. 
. . 


"By tht spring of 1933 we expect 


that the Chicago canal project, which 
will be filled by water from Lake 
Michigan, will be completed," he said. 
"It has been a long and tedious worki 
Illinois already has spent $22,000,000 on 
that 'project; That would have been 
sufficient to have completed the job 
had not litigation developed. Now, 
however, the government has author- 
ized the expenditure of $7,500,000 for 
pleting the work."

of an appeal addressed to her by her 
husband and published in Los An- 
geles newspapers directing her 
to 


communicate with the lawyers. 


Mrs. Judd objected to going to the 


attorney's office/Russell then asked 
her to keep an appointment and go to 
the home of a friend. The friend 
was Gus Alvarez, partner in the un- 
dertaking room. After being picked 
up by Malloy's car she was taken to 
the Alvarez place and met her hus- 
band and brother. They asisted in 
putting her to bed. She said she had 
had no sleep since last Tuesday and 
very little food. 


When Mrs. Judd saw her husband 


»ft« bupl Into te«M. 
dfed-^Oi her to *<«! *«* 
self and to agrM to give up IS th« 
police. Alter a ftt of crying she 
agreed. Attorney lUissell joined them. 
When she agreed to surrender. At* 
torney Richard Cafttlllon directed po- 
lice to the address. 


Shortly after 6:30 the woman cafn« 


down a stnrway Into the undertaking 
parlors, leaning bn the arms of her 
husband and Russell. As news photo* 
graphers and reporters gathered, her 
knees wavered and she had to be Sup- 
ported. She threw a coat over her 
head and moaned. She was hurried 
away under the care of police women. 


Struggle Described 


Her story of the two shootings in 


Phoenix, and her experiences since 
then, as told to him, were given by 
Russell, as follows; 
• 
"Mrs. Judd's defense to charges of 


murder will be self-defense. Her story, 
as told to me, is this: 
'"I had gone to the girls' home to 


remonstrate with Miss Samuelson for 
some nasty-things she had said about 
MrMs. cL Rot. 


"Miss Samuelson got hold of a gun 


and shot me in the left hand. I strug- 
gled With her and the gun fell. Mrs. 
Le Roi grabbed an ironing board and 
started to strike me over the head 
with It. In the struggle I got hold 
of the guh and Sammle got shot. Mrs. 
Lc Rol was still coming at me with 
the Ironing board and I had to shoot 
her. Then I ran from the place—" 


Russell says that is as far as the wo- 


man could get with her story. Fur- 
ther questioning will be made as soon 
as Mrs. Judd is able. She seemed 
wan arid Weary and in danger of col- 
lapsing any moment. From the Al- 
varez: retreat she was rushed to the 
Georgia street receiving hospital for 
medical treatment and mental obser- 
vation. 


Her lawyers said Mrs. Judd had 


been in a sanitarium near Los An- 
geles* since last ^Monday 
afternoon 


when she called at the Southern'Pa- 
cific railroad station baggage room 
"and found that the murders were on 
the point of being discovered. 


The baggage man had noticed blood 


oozing from the two trunks she ship- 
ped from Phoenix to Los Angeles last 
Sunday, and refused to give her the 
trunks unless she would open them 
in his presence. Mrs. Judd then fled 
with her brother, young McKinnell. 
although she did not disclose to him 
that the trunks contained the bodies 
of Mrs. Le Roi and Miss Samuelson. 


Abandons Suitcase 


When she left the statipn, she also 


abandoned a suitcase in the women's 
rest room, which contained part of 
Miss Samuelson's dismembered body. 
Although Mrs. Judd did not tell her 
brother what was in the trunks the 
latter guesed as he testified at the 
Los Angeles inquest over the two 
women's bodies. 


McKinnell said that his sister, in 


asking him to drive her to the ra'tl- 
rpad station had asked him if he 
would dump the two trunks in the 
ocean 'for her. When the pair were 
unable to obtain .the trunks, McKin- 
nell said his sister told him "I'd bet- 
ter beat it" and got out of her broth- 
,er's automobile'on a downtown street 
'corner. 


Taking up the story of Mrs. Judd's 


experiences from 
that point, 
her 


spokesman said that Mrs. Judd had 
spent the last four days in the sani- 
tarium during which time she kept in 
touch with the search which was con- 
ducted for her. 


The attorneys did not name the 


sanitarium. They said that she nar- 
rowly escaped capture because two 
Los Angeles policemen walked into 
the place at one time last Tuesday 
while she was having her injured hand 
dressed. 


"The officers questioned Mrs. Judd," 


they said, "but she managed to htrow 
them off, and they left.
